Tips  for  Campers 

Campground  Locations.  Numbers  on 
the  maps  in  this  brochure  correspond 


to  the  numerical  listings  of  camp¬ 
grounds  in  each  region.  Locations  are 
approximate  so  we  suggest  you  use 
these  maps  in  conjunction  with  a  high¬ 
way  map.  You  will  also  find  a  handy 
index  of  campgrounds  arranged  by 
name  for  your  convenience. 

Call  Ahead.  Phone  numbers  of  camp¬ 
grounds  are  provided  because  dates 
and  facilities  are  subject  to  change. 
Some  campgrounds  require  reserva¬ 
tions  so  check  in  advance. 

Pets.  State  Parks  and  most  camp¬ 
grounds  require  that  all  pets  be  kept  on 
a  leash.  Please  make  sure  the  camp¬ 
ground  allows  pets  before  bringing 
them  along. 

Camping  Costs 

Rates  at  state  operated  campgrounds 
are  $5  per  night  for  grounds  having 
modern  toilet  buildings  with  showers, 
electricity  and  vehicular  access  to 
sites;  $4  for  those  having  electricity 
and  vehicular  access  to  sites;  $2  for 
vehicular  access  to  sites;  and  $  1  for 
tent  camping,  primitive  sites,  no  ve¬ 
hicular  access.  Youth  Group  camping 
is  254;  per  person  per  day  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  charge  of  $2,  and  resident 
camps  and  kitchens  at  Dixon  Springs 
and  Pere  Marquette  State  Parks  are 
$1 .25  per  person  per  day.  No  reserva¬ 
tions  are  accepted  for  individuals;  how¬ 
ever,  groups  over  25  in  number  must 
notify  the  site  manager  in  advance. 
People  65  years  of  age  or  over,  as  well 
as  persons  who  are  disabled  or  blind, 
may  camp  free  of  charge  at  all  state 
parks. 

Private  campgrounds  have  varying 
rates,  so  call  in  advance  for  rate 
structure. 

Requirements  for 
Outdoorsmen 

Boating.  Sailboats  over  1 2  feet  in 
length  and  all  boats  equipped  with  a 
motor  used  on  Illinois  waterways  must 
be  registered  with  the  Illinois  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Conservation. 


Fishing.  All  persons  over  1 6  years  of 
age,  except  for  those  65  or  over, 
must  have  a  fishing  license.  Persons 
65  or  older  only  need  to  carry  proof 
of  age. 

Hunting.  All  persons  must  have  a  valid 
Illinois  hunting  license  except  for  those 
65  years  of  age  and  older  or  disabled 
persons.  Licenses  are  issued  to  those 
under  the  age  of  1 6  with  written 
parental  or  guardian  consent.  Persons 
under  1 6  also  need  a  hunter’s  safety 
certificate  or  a  previous  year’s  license. 
Hunting  times,  dates,  species,  loca¬ 
tions  and  bag  limits  are  subject  to 
change.  Please  check  with  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Conservation  for  further 
information  on  regulations  and  licenses.

Most  campground  operators  are 
knowledgeable  about  historical  sites 
and  special  attractions  nearby.  We 
hope  you  will  take  time  to  see  the 
points  of  interest  in  the  area.

Northern  Illinois 


Sprawled  at  the  front  door  of  Chicago,  Northern 
Illinois  dips  and  weaves,  spreads  out  flat  and  thickens 
into  forests  and  hills  all  the  way  from  Lake  Michigan’s 
blue  waters  to  the  Mississippi. 

In  the  far  northwest,  tucked  in  a  shallow  valley,  is 
Galena— boom  town,  mining  center,  commercial  hub 
of  the  1 800’s,  home  of  U.S.  Grant  and  current 
pleasure  ground  for  antique  hunters,  history  buffs  and 
winter  skiers.  Once  a  thriving  railhead  and  one  of 
Illinois’  most  successful  settlements,  Galena  today  is 
a  comfortable  blend  of  past  and  present  with  its  tiered 
streets  and  neighborhoods  of  Victorian  and  Greek 
Revival  homes. 

The  northern  hills  and  valleys,  once  roamed  by 
Black  Hawk’s  Indians,  also  highlights  places  like 
Mississippi  Palisades  State  Park.  Here,  in  the  shadow 
of  250-ft.  cliffs,  winding  hiking  trails  and  isolated 
Mississippi  backwaters  you  can  enjoy  natural  sights 
that  range  from  wildflowers  to  coyotes. 

The  Chain  O’ Lakes  features  seven  waterways 
connected  by  channels  and  flanked  by  thousands  of 
acres  of  recreation  land.  State  parks  like  Starved 
Rock,  Matthiessen  and  Buffalo  Rock  offer  a  dramatic 
playground  of  rock  formations,  waterfalls,  deep 
ravines  and  Illinois  River  Valley  woodland. 

The  old  canal  era  still  lives  in  Illinois— along  the 
Hennepin  as  well  as  the  lllinois-Michigan  channel 
which  hosts  an  annual  “Canal  Days”  celebration  at 
Lockport. 

Virgin  prairie  preserves,  historic  attractions  like  the 
frontier  blacksmith  shop  of  John  Deere  and  rivers  that 
feature  hundreds  of  miles  of  canoe  routes — it’s  all  in 
the  north.

The 
names  are  a  chronicle  of  American  history:  Clayville, 
Postville,  Charleston,  Decatur,  the  Old  State  Capitol. 

Dozens  of  state  parks,  conservation  areas  and  lakes 
of  all  sizes  highlight  a  hundred  ways  to  enjoy  your 
leisure.

Rivers— wide  and  powerful  giants  like  the  Missis¬ 
sippi,  Wabash  and  Ohio — flank  this  land  of  ragged 
bluffs  and  hills  that  bristle  for  endless  miles  with 
hickory  and  towering  pines.  For  campers,  Southern 
Illinois  offers  an  idyllic  blend  of  rugged  and  pastoral 
attractions;  from  the  dense  woodland  of  the  240,000 
acre  Shawnee  National  Forest  to  the  riverside  charm 
and  stillness  of  communities  like  Elsah,  Grafton  and 
Old  Shawneetown. 

Southern  Illinois  has  foot  trails,  bike  trails,  canoe 
trails— even  places  where  there  are  no  trails  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  empty  silence  of  the  Illinois  wilds. 

And  for  the  modern  explorer  who  mixes  the 
outdoors  with  a  little  native  history  and  lore,  Southern 
Illinois  has  old  time  forts  and  towns  left  from  when  the 
Kings  of  France  and  Britain  ruled  the  prairie  midwest. 

Anglers  already  know  the  land  between  the  rivers 
for  its  famous  fishing  lakes— Crab  Orchard,  Devil’s 
Kitchen,  Carlyle,  Baldwin,  Rend,  Lake  of  Egypt, 
Kinkaid  and  Horseshoe.  Canoeists,  like  those  French 
voyageurs  who  paddled  the  Illinois  frontier  three 
centuries  ago,  can  experience  the  simple  thrill  of 
easing  down  the  waters  of  the  Big  Muddy  or  the 
Embarras. 

Those  who  want  to  watch  things  wild  can  visit  sites 
like  Crab  Orchard  Wildlife  Refuge— 43,000  acres  of 
lake  and  woodland  where  eagles  circle  through  the 
sky. 

Spring . . .  fall,  balmy  summer;  even  winter  has  a 
special  woodsy  flair  to  it  in  Southern  Illinois.  For 
travelers,  both  those  who  fish  and  boat  or  hike  (and 
those  who  don’t),  the  Illinois  southland  is  another, 
different  country.

Lakes 


The  following  lakes  represent  only  a  portion  of  the  1 .5 
million  acres  of  open  water  available  to  fishing  and 
boating  enthusiasts  in  Illinois.  For  more  detailed  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  facilities  and  fishing  regulations, 
write:  Illinois  Department  of  Conservation,  Division  of 
Fisheries,  605  State  Office  Building,  Springfield,  IL 
62706. 

Lake  Michigan:  Chicago  shoreline  includes  29  miles 
of  parks,  museums,  beaches  and  boating  facilities. 
Lake  continues  north  to  Wisconsin  border.  Fish 
species:  coho  salmon,  Chinook  salmon,  lake  trout, 
brown  trout,  yellow  perch,  panfish  and  smelt— 
976,640  acres. 

Chain  O’Lakes:  Includes  ten  major  lakes  of  the  Fox 
River  watershed.  Fish  species:  northern  pike,  walleye, 
white  bass,  panfish— 6,465  acres. 

Lake  Shelbyville:  Fish  species:  largemouth  bass, 
white  bass,  walleye,  smallmouth  bass,  carp,  bowfin, 
northern  pike—  1 1,000  acres. 

Carlyle  Lake:  Largest  inland  lake  in  Illinois.  Fish 
species:  largemouth  bass,  catfish,  bullhead,  white 
bass,  yellow  bass,  sauger,  bowfin— 26,000  acres. 

Crab  Orchard  Lake:  Borders  Crab  Orchard  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  (43,000  acres)  and  known  as  a  prime 
trophy  bass  lake.  Recorded  weight  for  rock  fish  ap¬ 
proached  25  lbs.  Other  fish  species:  yellow  bass, 
white  bass,  largemouth  bass,  yellow  perch,  carp, 
drum  and  panfish—  7,000  acres. 

Lake  of  Egypt:  Lunker  bass  weighing  over  eight 
pounds  are  recorded  yearly  at  this  prime  southern 
Illinois  fishing  lake  located  near  the  Shawnee  National 
Forest.  Fish  species:  black  bass,  white  bass,  catfish 
and  panfish— 2,300  acres. 


Devil’s  Kitchen  Lake:  Smaller  lake  known  for  its 
big  bass  which  often  weigh  ten  pounds  or  more.  Near 
Shawnee  National  Forest.  Fish  species:  largemouth 
bass,  black  bass,  rainbow  trout  (stocked  in  1 975)  and 
panfish— 8 1 0  acres. 

Cedar  Lake:  Known  population  of  Kentucky  Spotted 
Bass  and  three-pound  walleye  make  this  an  excellent 
angler’s  lake.  Other  fish  species:  largemouth  bass, 
black  bass,  northern  pike,  catfish  and  panfish— 

1,7 50  acres. 

Rend  Lake:  Second  largest  inland  lake  in  Illinois.  Fish 
species:  largemouth  bass,  northern  pike,  white  bass, 
bowfin,  drum  and  panfish—  1 8,900  acres. 

Lake  Kinkaid:  Prime  northern  pike  waters  where 
ten-pounders  are  common.  Also  has  a  new  stock  of 
rock  fish.  Other  fish  species:  largemouth  black  bass, 
catfish,  panfish— 2, 750  acres. 

Baldwin  Lake:  Trophy  black  and  white  bass  lake. 

Fish  species:  channel  catfish,  crappie  and  bluegill— 
2,01 8  acres. 

Horseshoe  Lake:  One  of  the  most  productive  panfish 
lakes  in  Illinois  with  “slab  size”  crappie  common. 
Scenic  lake  includes  cypress  and  tupelo  gum  trees— 
1,890  acres. 

Sanchris  Lake:  Included  in  a  state  park  which  totals 
over  4,000  acres.  Fish  species:  largemouth  bass, 
carp,  sunfish,  bullhead,  white  bass  and  panfish— 

2, 700  acres. 

Lake  Springfield:  Popular  recreation  lake  near 
southeast  limits  of  the  Capital.  Fish  species:  large¬ 
mouth  bass,  panfish,  channel  catfish,  bullhead,  carp 
and  sunfish— 4,234  acres.

Canoe  Routes 


Nearly  two  dozen  navigable  canoe  streams  course 
through  the  prairies,  forests  and  rugged  hill  country  of 
Illinois.  Ranging  from  quiet  backwoods  rivers  to  white- 
water  rapids,  they  offer  both  novice  and  veteran 
paddlers  a  chance  to  explore  in  the  manner  of  French 
fur  trappers  who  braved  the  midwest  frontier  three 
centuries  ago. 

Canoeists  on  Illinois  rivers  are  asked  to  receive  per¬ 
mission  from  landowners  whenever  camping  on  pri¬ 
vate  property.  Hunting  enthusiasts  are  reminded  that 
it  is  illegal  to  shoot  into  or  across  any  Illinois  waterway 
from  a  moving  or  unanchored  craft. 

Big  Muddy  River 

One  of  the  better  known  streams,  the  Big  Muddy 
provides  forest  scenery  and  a  fairly  good  backwoods 
canoe  route.  A  suggested  journey  is  from  Murphys- 
boro  south  to  Route  3,  with  possible  side  trips  to 
Horseshoe  Bluff,  Sinner’s  Harbour,  and  Little  Grand 
Canyon. 

Kishwaukee  River 

A  gravel  bottom  stream  which  flows  past  meadows 
and  wooded  hillsides  with  an  occasional  rock  outcrop. 
Many  canoeists  prefer  the  one-day  trip  from  Cherry 
Valley  to  New  Milford.  Fish  include  smallmouth  bass 
and  walleye. 

Pecatonica  River 

A  meandering  mud  bank  stream  flowing  past  flood- 
plain  woods.  A  good  one-day  trip  is  from  Ridott  to 
Harrison.  Fishing  is  reported  good  near  shrub  banks  at 
Harrison.  Illinois  portion  of  this  river  (which  originates 
in  Wisconsin)  averages  1 00  feet  in  width. 

Sugar  River 

A  tributary  of  the  Pecatonica,  the  Sugar  includes 
woodland  and  meadow  areas  along  banks.  A  large 
stone  bluff  away  from  shore  is  near  where  Indians 
once  marked  the  half-way  point  across  Illinois  from 
Lake  Michigan  to  the  Mississippi  River.  Forest  pre¬ 
serve  at  Shirland  provides  camping.  Expect  felled 
timber  if  you  follow  the  stream  into  the  Pecatonica. 

Chicago  North  Branch 

Inner  city  escape  for  canoeists.  One-day  trip  starts  at 
Skokie  Lagoons  (Dundee  Road)  and  continues  south 
past  several  portages  to  the  Willow  Road  confluence 
of  the  Skokie  River.  The  North  Branch  then  continues 


through  forest  preserves,  golf  courses— to  Chicago. 
Beginners  might  try  their  first  day  out  by  paddling  the 
six-mile  circuit  of  the  Lagoons. 

Des  Plaines  River 

Travel  the  sector  between  Libertyville  and  Dam  No. 
Two  where  1 ,000  paddlers  compete  annually  during 
the  Des  Plaines  River  Canoe  Marathon.  Nearly  the 
entire  length  through  Cook  County  flows  through 
forest  preserves.  High  water  periods  may  make  dams 
dangerous.  The  Willow  Springs-Lemont  segment 
takes  a  full  day.  Submerged  pillars  of  an  old  railroad 
crossing  near  here  should  be  avoided. 

Big  Vermilion  River 

Flowing  north  into  Starved  Rock  State  Park  off  Route 
80,  the  Vermilion  features  a  favorite  two-day  trip 
from  Kangley  Bridge  to  Route  1 78  and  then  to  Route 
7 1 .  One-mile  rapids  near  Route  1 78  can  be  dan¬ 
gerous  with  its  five-foot  Whitewater.  Also  beware  of  a 
broken  dam  chute  between  Route  1 78  and  7 1 . 
Shoreline  rises  to  1 60  feet  in  some  places.  Try 
paddling  the  Vermilion  during  high  water  periods. 

Vermilion  Middle  Fork 

One  of  the  most  natural  Illinois  streams  with  a  one-day 
trip  from  Potomac  to  Kickapoo  State  Park.  Strip  mine 
pools  at  the  park  feature  isolated  channels  for  ex¬ 
ploring.  Wear  life  preservers  at  all  times— especially 
at  the  pools,  which  are  very  deep. 

Lower  Fox  River 

Called  the  Historic  Fox  Valley  Canoe  Trail,  the  portion 
from  Yorkville  takes  in  35  miles  of  nicely  varied  sights. 
Paddlers  will  pass  Maramech  Hill,  the  settlement  at 
Norway,  an  old  Indian  massacre  site,  dozens  of 
islands,  Wedron’s  sulphur  springs,  rock  formations, 
caves  and  forests.  Best  traveled  during  May  and 
June,  the  Fox  also  highlights  autumn  color  changes  in 
late  October. 

Kankakee  River 

Sieur  de  La  Salle  used  this  route  during  his  journey  in 
1 683.  Good  fishing,  limestone  bedrock,  rapids, 
canyons  and  caves  found  along  the  shoreline  make 
this  an  interesting  trek  from  Route  41  to  below  the  city 
Kankakee.  Take  the  first  segment  up  to  the  Momence 
city  park,  then  re-enter  below  the  Kankakee  dam,  on 
through  the  shallow  stretch  of  the  river. 


Sangamon  River 

When  traveled  from  Allerton  Park  to  the  river’s  mouth 
at  Beardstown,  the  Sangamon  River  highlights  a 
Decatur-New  Salem  stretch  known  as  the  Lincoln 
Heritage  Canoe  Trail.  Restored  log  cabins  at  New 
Salem  show  what  life  was  like  when  Lincoln  lived  there 
during  his  20’s.  Paddleboat  “Talisman”  schedules 
trips  every  day. 

Rock  River 

An  all-year  river  which  begins  for  canoeists  below 
Rockford  and  continues  to  Dixon.  Sites  worth  noting 
include  Sinnissippi  Forest’s  2,603  acres  of  timber- 
land,  Castle  Rock  summit  lookout  and  the  workshop 
of  John  Deere,  the  Illinois  blacksmith  who  perfected 
the  first  steel  plough.  Exit  for  canoeists  is  at  the  city 
park  in  Dixon. 

Spoon  River 

High  banks  and  little  camping  opportunities  shouldn’t 
discourage  the  canoeist  who  wants  to  explore  the 
country  made  famous  in  Edgar  Lee  Masters’  “Spoon 


River  Anthology.”  Small  towns,  wooded  rural  settings 
and  several  annual  festivals  make  the  Spoon  a 
favorite.  Navigable  for  most  of  the  way  from  Elmore 
to  Havana— some  1 20  miles.  Camping  is  available  at 
London  Mills  or  Bernadotte.  Sandstone  formations 
and  an  occasional  coal  vein  can  be  sighted  below 
Route  95. 

Cache  River 

Although  often  too  shallow  and  narrow,  the  Cache 
does  provide  interesting  access  to  Little  Black 
Slough,  a  large  nature  preserve  noted  for  its  unusual 
wildlife.  Cypress  swamps  and  cliffs  which  rise  several 
hundred  feet  are  seen  along  the  way. 

Embarras  River 

Pronounced  “em-barah,”  this  unusual  sounding  river 
courses  for  1 20  miles.  Access  is  at  Villa  Grove  (a  bit 
south  at  Route  1 30)  and  canoeists  are  advised  to 
watch  for  Fox  Ridge  State  Park  and  Lincoln  Log 
Cabin  State  Park. 
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
